At that the tenne tribes had fallen away from God by the wicked and fibril counfel of leroboand 
she foune of Nebat,andin fiede of bis true feruice commanded by his worde worfhipped h im at= 
cording to their owne fantafies and traditions of men, gining themfelues to mofle vile idolatrie and f= 
perftition , che Lord from time to time fens them Prophetes to call them to repentance : but they grewe 
ener worfe and worfe, and Still abufed Gods benefices Therefore now when their profperisie was at the 
higheft under leroboam the fonne of loafh God fent Hofedand Amos to the Ifraelises (as he did az the 
(fame time Yaiah and Micab to them of Iudah ) to condemne them of their ingratiade:¢ where as they 
choughe themfelnes to be greatly in the fanour of God, and to be his people,the Prophet calleth them ba~ 
flards and children borne in aduleerie: and therefore fheweth thera that God woulde take away their 
kingdome and ginethem to the Afyrians zo be led away captines, Thus Hofea faithfully executed his 
office for zhe fpace of feuentic yeres,chough they remained fiilin their vices é wickednes,ey derided the 
Prophets and contemned Gods igdgements, And beceufe they fhould neither be difcour aged with threas 
nings onely , nor yes flatter themfelnes by the fivetnes of Gods promifes, he fetteth before them the wo 
principal partes of the Lawe which are the promes of [altsation and the dottrine of | life ¢ for the firft parte 
be dire&teth the faithful to Meffiah, by whome onely they fhould hane tyne deliverance: and for the fe~ 
cinde,he vfeth zhreatenings and menaces to bring them from their wicked maners and vices, and this is 
zhe chéefe feope of al che Prophets, either by Gods promifes to allare them to be godiy els by threatnings 
of hisindgements tofeare them frons-vice: and albeit shat the whole Lawe conteine thefetwo poynts, 
Zes the Prophets moreaner nase peculiarly both the rime of Gods indgements and the maner. 
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
